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General Cultural Suggestions for Bulbs 


Outdoor Planting. 


The larger part of the bulbs offered in this catalogue 
are ready to ship by the second week in September and 
planting may be done any time from then until the groun2 
is frozen, but the sooner the bulbs are planted the greater 
will be the measure of success. A few sorts like Japanese 
Lilies and Lilies of the Valley, etc., do not mature until 
October and November and will be sent as soon .as re- 
ceived. 

The bulbs should be placed from one to four inches 
below the surface according to the size of the bulbs. A 
good rule is to cover the bulbs with earth one and a 
half times their own depth. 

In autumn when the ground is frozen tolerably hard 


the bed should be covered with 3 or 4 inches of leaves or 
straw, this covering should be removed gradually in Spring 
as the weather becomes warm. 


Indoor Culture. es 

Bulbs for Winter blooming may be planted in vor or 
pans from September to November, the earlier the’ better. 
After potting, they should be watered well and be. placed 
in a cool, dark cellar. The whole success of pot culture de- 
pends upon getting the roots well established at a low 
temperature, before the tops are allowed to start. In six 
to eight weeks the bulbs usually have made sufficient root 
growth to allow them brought to the light. A continuous 
supply of flowers can be had for months by bringing a 
few pots to the light every week or so.

Is the best and most charming way to grow winter-bloom- 
ing bulbs for house and table decorations and far better 
results are obtained in this way than by using pots. with 
earth, 

The advantage of this system is, that the receptacles 
ean be placed anywhere about the house, in the drawing 
room or dining room without the slightest risk of injury. 
The moss-fibre is clean to handle, perfectly odorless, and 
remains sweet for an indefinite period. 

Any non-porous receptacle can be used for that pur- 
pose but it should be suited to the size of the bulbs to be 
planted in it. Tne bulbs are potted the same way as in 
ordinary soi’ just showing their tops. It is not necessary 
nor desirable to press the moss-fibre tightly, otherwise the

roots do not work freely and the bulbs will push them- 
selves upwards. Once potted, they require hardly any at- 
tention only great care should be taken to keep the moss- 


fibre moist but not too wet. 


After the bulbs have been potted they should be kept 
in a dark, cool and airy room until the roots have formed, 
and then brought into the light. All bulbs can be grown

It is more hardy than Wheat, seldom winterkills, is suited to cold climates 
and will mature even in Alaska, and hot, warm weather does not injure the plants. : 

Winter Rye is now beginning to be largely grown in all southern states, and is mostly used there for fall and spring pasturage, 
green fodder and green manuring. For grain it is mostly jianted in the northern states and Wisconsin raises more Rye than any 
other state of the union, Michigan is second and Minnesota third. é ;

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PETKUS WINTER RYE 


This is the Rye Emperor William of Germany in one of his recent speeches boasted of having introduced in some section of east- 
ern Prussia where his estate is located. Whether or not the growing of this seed in that section. is due to the Hmperor’s effort or not, 
does not matter to us, but his speech shows of what value this new variety is considered in Germany. Rye there takes the place of 
Wheat with us; it is the most important cereal grown for human diet. About ten times as much Rye is grown there as in this 
country and the introduction of a new variety like Petkus, which has proven in every respect superior to all the ordinary kinds used 
heretofore, is certainly of enormous value for that country, as it adds greatly to the profits of all farmers, and it is well worth the 
attention of any ruler who takes an interest in the welfare of his country. 

Petkus Rye was originated some years ago in Petkus, Germany, and is now grown in all countries of Europe, having practically 
superseded all of the other older kinds. It has been grown. with great success in several localities in this country and in Canada. The 
yields reported in this country and Europe are from one-third to one-half larger of the Petkus Rye than of any other older’sorts. It 
does well. on most any kind of soil, grows about 5 to 6 feet high and bears medium sized heads of 4 to 4% inches length, which are 
closely covered with grains.

Winter Emmer is a sub-species of Wheat, and has the same characteristics as Spring Emmer, which is commonly, but erroneously, 
called Speltz. As the name indicates, this variety is without beards, and also has much larger heads and is much more productive in 
suitable climates than, the spring variety. It thrives best on dry prairie regions with hot summers, where it has given excellent results, 
but it is also considerably resistant to the effects of wet weather in humid climates. It is not affected by rust like most other grains. 
Winter Emmer will not withstand as severe cold as some of the Bearded Winter Wheats, but it is more hardy than Winter Barley and 
Winter Oats, and we especially recommend it for sowing in place of these two varieties, as it is much more productive and a sure crop. 
It should also do well in many central, southern and eastern states, where Spring oats do not yield well and Winter oats are not hardy.

“A few years ago we had a very large export flour trade and American millers believed that if they lost this trade they would 
have difficulty in keeping their mills running.

In the central and northern states Wheat is best sown not later than the ist week in September and should be sown with a drill 
and covered about 1% to 2 inches with earth. There is always more or less of a loss by freezing, occasioned by broadcast seeding.

Of the other important qualities which make alfalfa superior to clover, should be mentioned the greater certainty of a crop when 
once fairly started; the longer life of an alfalfa meadow and the greater value as soil renovator and fertilizer; in regard to the last item, 
the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture says:

SODL—Any good corn land or land that is suitable for red clover will produce Alfalfa. 
A rich clay land over a gravelly sub-soil seems to be the best. Good drainage is essential, and 
the water level in the soil must not be nearer than 7 to 8 feet to the surface. It develops 
best on well cultivated, sloping land where the water will not stand during any portion of the 
year. 


PREPARING THE SEED-BED—Land on which a cultivated crop like corn, potatoes, sugar 
beets or tobacco precedes the alfalfa, After ploughing the land should be disked or har- 
rowed several times at weekly intervals to kill all weeds. 


SOIL INOCULATION—In most sections of the country the ground is sufficiently supplied 
with Alfalfa bacteria, but where they are present in so limited number that it seems impos- 
sible to get a catch of alfalfa, we suggest to scatter over the land soil from an old alfalfa 
field or soil on which sweet clover was grown at the rate of 250 to 2,000 pounds per acre;

Meadow Fescue or English Blue Grass 


Meadow Fescue is a very hardy perennial and never winter kills. It stands drouth better than 
most other grass as the roots penetrate deep, from 12 to 15 inches into the soil. It is well suited 
to a wide range of soils, does well on loamy, clay and gravelly soils, and thrives on’ heavy black 
loam, strong, deep and low lying soils. It is not adapted to light sandy soils. 

Of all grasses, Meadow Fescue is the surest crop and experienced farmers do not expect any 
more failures for this grass than they do in sowing grain. It comes up quickly and in three to 
four_weeks after sowing it will be about four inches high and cover the ground perfectly. 

It lives longer than most other kinds of grasses, and although it produces the first year a good 
crop of hay or pasture, it does not reach the highest stage of growth until two and three years, 
and for this reason it is best adapted for permanent pastures and meadows. It would not be ad- 
visable to sow the seed for a shorter period than three or four years. As a pasture grass it is 
particularly valuable, as it is the most persistent grower and is one of the very earliest in spring 
and the latest in fall. While the first crop of some of the grasses may be larger than that of 
Meadow Fescue, it will largely atone for the deficiency by its increased productiveness afterwards. 
When two or three years old it exceeds most other grasses in the quantity of its produce and 
nutritive matter, producing 4 to 5 tons of hay per acre. It occasionally grows quite rank, but it 
always remains tender and succulent and the forage, either green or dried, is very nourishing and 
much relished by cattle.
